SPECIAL EDUCATIONAL FUNDS 
The Educational Department of the Museum is provided for in 
the general budget to the Museum. There are, however, a number 
of very welcome small funds which have been given for specified 
purposes and which aid or supplement the department in par- 
ticular fields. 

One of the oldest is the Gilpin Scholarship Fund of 33,212.25, 
a fund raised and given by the Gilpin Players of Karamu House. 
The income of this is used for scholarships in The Cleveland 
School of Art for colored students of exceptional ability, dis- 
covered through Museum classes and chosen in consultation with 
a committee from the Gilpin Players. 

The S. D. and May W. Wise Foundation has been very gener- 

‘ous. For use in 1944 they gave a 3500.00 contribution; in 1945, 
one of $750.00 for the support of the Museum’s advanced classes 
for talented children. These classes are one of the most successful 
means through which outstanding talent and art ability have 
been discovered and fostered. 

Through the bequest of Netta M. Faris, the sum of 3810.98 
was left to the Educational Department of the Museum “‘for the 
benefit of young children.” The income will be used in perpetuity 
to further the work so close to Miss Faris’s heart. 

The Louise M. Dunn Fund, now over $2200.00, was given by 
many friends on the occasion of her retirement on November 1, 
1944. The income is to be used outside the budget to carry on the 
warm, kindly, human things for children which it has been Mrs. 
Dunn’s joy to do. 

Mr. J. A. Zimmer has given the sum of 31,000.00 for special 
activities in the Educational Department. 

All of these meet specific needs and are most welcome. The 
General Education Board has been generous in the past in sup- 
porting special research projects as has The Carnegie Corpora- 
tion, which gave a splendid collection of phonograph records and 
color prints. A fund to replace and augment these records and 
prints would be extremely useful. Another need is a fund, the 
income of which could be used for the purchase of exhibit mate- 
rials for circulation in schools and libraries. Other small funds for 
slides and for large color reproductions would be of real value.

ACTIVITIES FOR YOUNG PEOPLE 


Classes for Members’ Children 
SATURDAY MORNINGS THROUGH MAY 5 


Instruction in drawing, painting, modeling, and art appreciation, in Museum 
studios and galleries. Occasional stories and music for illustration and compar- 
ison; special auditorium programs. Games for younger children. Aims: cul- 
tural development and enjoyment for all; fundamentals for the few pros- 
pective artists. 

Classes are divided according to age levels from six to sixteen, and meet 
from 9.30 until noon. Parents may attend lectures at the same time (see adult 
courses). Special arrangements for lunches may be made for those who wish 
to stay for the 2 o'clock auditorium program. Early registration recommended 
at Membership Department, any time except Saturday on and 
Sundays. 


Costume Club

These pro- 
grams will consist of films, music, plays, marionette shows, and illustrated 
talks. Children under six not admitted; adults not admitted until 2.00 p.m., 
and only if seats available.

Anyone desiring to become a member of the Museum is invited to apply to 
the Membership Department. A member is given a card which admits himself 
and family to the auditorium in advance of the public; also, on request, tickets 
for guests. He and a member of his family are invited to all general receptions 
given by the Trustees to members. He receives a copy of the illustrated 
Bulletin. He and another adult member of his family living in the same 
household are admitted free to adult clubs and courses. Children in his imme- 
diate family are admitted free to Saturday morning classes in art appreciation. 
Registration in classes for children and adults is not extended to 35.00 
members.
